ing less planting by 900.000 acres than last year. 
The production loss may be softened by the hint 
that in event of non-compliance a floor of Si 12 
a bushel will be established. But in terms of 
income it would take an historic crop to pick up 
the difference in terms of needed farm earnings. 
And an historic crop will not contribute to the 
administration's war on surpluses.

The Senate Way 


The question of how big and how sovereign 


the Tennessee Valley Authority ought to be has 
been a plaguing one for some time. 


The Eisenhower administration moved to put 


a ceiling on it with the now defunct effort to 
supply new power needs through contract with 
private power. Dixon-Yates in this instance. 


Now the House and Senate has the question 


of how TVA shall finance additional generating 
facilities. The House has approved it through 
TVA revenues, which is a form of granting dis- 
cretion to the authority. But the Senate has 
provided in the appropriations bill-the needed 
funde. 
The contrasting approaches will either 


ultimately nullify each other or resolve the 
status of the TVA. 


But so long as the public mind 
remains 


divided there is a preference for the Senate's 
approach. 
It is one that provides for TVA 


growth, 
but does not impair 
congressional 


rights to constrain and restrain the massive 
agency.

The President's farm program 


has been brushed aside by Con- 
gress in favor of the old n£>u 
pr.ce support s\stem. While se\er- 
al warnings against tins action 
have cosne from the White House, 
the President never has taken his 
case* to the public. Now he has ex- 
plained to a nationwide audience 
what is wrong with the bill passed 
by Congress. But a forthright ap- 
peal earlier might have eni.sted 
sufficient 
public support for his 


farm program. 


On the issue of his foreign aid 


program, again it is the President 
alone who can make the case. 
There is evidence of considerable 
public support for expanded foreign 
aid and for a commitment up to 
ten years in some instances. A 


, presidential speech explaining the 


whys and wherefores might focus 
this support, although the Presi- 
dent already may have waited too 
long. 


Attitudes on the foreign aid pro- 


gram in Congress have hardened 
Democrats and some Republicans 
are resentful over the way the ad- 
ministration cut back the program 
last year so, it is charged, the budg- 


et could be balanced in this elec- 
tion year. Now, to make up for 
those cuts, a much larger sum is 
requested. The Democrats aUo fee! 
the administration has failed to 
sustain the bipartisan approach to 
foreign policy. 


This would »eem to he an IMM*> 


ready-madr for the man who re- 
peatedly has expressed hie deter- 
mination to br President of all the 
people. If in February or even in 
mid-March he hud carried his case 
to the country, it might have made 
the diflrrence. As it U, the outcome 
is highly doubtful. 


Before 
he entered 
the White 


House. Mr. Eisenhower made many 
eloquent speeches. As the first su- 
preme commander of the North 
Atlantic Alliance, he preached the 
cause of European unity with a 
vigor and a forcefulness that con- 
tributed a great deal to his repu- 
tation as a politico-military states- 
man. Those speeches helped to ad- 
vance him on the road to the 
presidency. 


Yet once in the White House he 


seemed to suffer from <ul aorts Of 
inhibitions. 


For one thing, the caliber of his 


speechwriters has not been high. 
He has had few who have been 
willing or able to spark discussion 
of the great issues of the day.

And the mechanics of television 


may have had something to do 
with the President's lack of eas« 
in his infrequent public speeches. 
They have made him ill at ease 
before the TV cameras. 


Given the proper setting and a 


theme close to his heart, the Pesi- 
dent nas demonstrated that he can 
rise to an occasion. 


In December, 1953. he flew di- 


rectly from the Bermuda confer- 
ence to the United Nations in New 
York. Before the General Assem- 
bly, he made the-atoms for peace 
proposal. He spoke with an inten- 
sity of conviction that impressed 
the audience before him and that 
carried to the far larger audience 
that saw and heard him on radio 
and TV. 


The atoms for peace proposal, 


which captured the imagination of 
the country and the world. U one 
of the rare instances in which the 
President has gone outside the con. 
ventional mould to strike a new 
and dramatic note. Too often his 
speeches have consisted of well- 
intentioned platitudes. 


One of the obligations of a Pres- 


ident is to articulate the needs, 
the aspirations, the hopes and the 
ideals of the people. In the words 
of Woodrow Wilson, he must be 
"the spokesman for the real senti- 
ment and purpose of the country." 


This President Eisenhower has 


not done. This phase of the presi- 
dency is alien to his experience 
and background. In the chain of 
command, an order is an order 
and there is no -ieed to persuade 
anyone to cajrry it out-

Wha t im pressed 
so me 
Republicans, 
ch iefly 
Midwest m em bers o f Co ngress, was th e speed 
. with wh ich th e President acted. 
He go t back 
to Wash ingto n late Sunday. His veto message 
was o n th e h ill befo re 11 o ’clo ck Mo nday m o rn­ 
ing.

It was sno wing and raining wh en o ur plane put 
do wn in Ch icago .

Th e differences in o bjective o f th e 
adm inistratio n and th e o perating farm ers rem ain 
unch anged. To th e adm inistratio n it is th e elimi­ 
natio n o f surpluses with th eir co st and h ead­ 
ach es. 
To th e o perating farm er it is to earn 
eno ugh to stay in business. 


Th e veto pro mised no betterm ent fo r Nebraska 
agriculture. 
Th e President's initial directive to 
increase price suppo rts did no t bring th em up 
to last year's level. 
Th ey o nly canceled o ut 
even 
lo wer o nes previo usly planned by th e 
adm inistratio n fo r 1956. 


And th ere is th e 1956 co rn allo tm ent requir­ 
ing less planting by 9 00,000 acres th an last year. 
Th e pro ductio n lo ss may be so ftened by th e h int 
th at in event o f no n-co mpliance a flo o r o f $1.12 
a bush el will be establish ed. 
But in term s o f 
inco me it wo uld take an h isto ric cro p to pick up 
th e difference in term s o f needed farm earnings. 
And an h isto ric cro p will no t co ntribute to th e 
adm inistratio n’s war o n surpluses. 


The Senate W ay

th e Tennessee Valley Auth o rity o ugh t to be h as 
been a plaguing o ne fo r so me time. 


Th e Eisenh o wer adm inistratio n mo ved to put 
a ceiling o n it with th e no w defunct effo rt to 
supply new po wer needs th ro ugh co ntract with 
private po wer, Dixo n-Yates in th is instance. 


No w th e Ho use and Senate h as th e questio n 
o f h o w TVA sh all finance additio nal generating 
facilities. Th e Ho use h as appro ved it th ro ugh 
TVA revenues, wh ich is a fo rm o f granting dis­ 
cretio n to th e auth o rity. 
But th e Senate h as 
pro vided in th e appro priatio ns bill th e needed 
funds. 
Th e co ntrasting appro ach es will eith er 
ultimately nullify each o th er o r reso lve

WASHINGTON - It isn’t sup­ 
po sed to be anno unced, but plans 
are unaer discussio n to h ave M ar­ 
sh al 
Zh uko v, 
Eisenh o wer's 
w ar­ 
tim e co -co mmander in Germany 
visit th e United States in Septem­ 
ber o r Octo ber. 
Fo r so me time th e Kremlin's two 
ro ver bo ys. Kh rush ch ev and Bul­ 
ganin, h ave been discreetly h int­ 
ing th at th ey migh t like to visit 
th e USA. Th is h as been met with 
State D epartm ent rebuffs, fo r to 
welco me th e two So viet sigh tseers 
in an electio n year is co nsidered 
po o r po iiticial strategy plus a real 
security pro blem. Th e jo b o f pro ­ 
tecting Kh rush ch ev and Bulganin 
fro m th e many refugees and Wh ite 
Russians in th is co untry m a k e s 
secret service men sh udder. 
Ho wever, wh en M arsh al Zh uko v 
h inted, during a diplo matic recep­ 
tio n in Mo sco w, th at h e migh t like 
to co me to th e USA, th ere was a 
mo re favo rable respo nse. 
In th e first place, Zh uko v is co n­ 
sidered th e rising stro ng man o f 
Russia. Seco nd, th e visit o f an 
arm y man wh o Is no t an active 
co mmunist wo uld sit better with 
th e American public. Th ird, such 
a visit wo uld furth er th e idea th at 
President Eisenh o wer, th ro ugh h is 
w artim e asso ciatio ns, migh t lead 
th e USA to ward a Kussian-Ameri­ 
can peace. 
Th e plan is still in th e discussio n 
stage, but th e ch ances are stro ng 
th at Marsh al Zh uko v will co me to 
Wash ingto n fo r a call o n h is o ld 
w artim e buddy during th e h eigh t 
o f th e electio n campaign.
